npHK senate is siiitl to favor "restriction" of im-

migration rather than the complete closing 


of tlie gates for a year which is contemplated by 
(fie house. They have refused the house bill and 
iire working out a substitute immigration bill of 
their nvvn, embodying Ihc "restriction" idea. . 


Yi'f have had certain immigration restric- 


tions 1'or a considerable time—restriction^, con- 
cerning physical, menial, moral and other quali- 
licallons of immigrants. How they arc working 
•wns illuminated rather starllingly by Surgeon 
General Cunimings of the public health service 
in his testimony before the senate committee. 
He related that of 10,002 applicants for admis- 
sion at Ellis Island who were certified as unfit 
1o earn a living through disease or otherwise, 
under the existing restrictions, 9,799 were 
passed in anyhow by the immigration service. 
He 
1 said that of 112 certified "mental defects" 


lifly were admitted; of 536 found to be affected 
willi loathsome or contagious disease, 167 were 
passed in. 


Restrictions that do not restrict do not 


• amount lo much. Much better a flat bar to all 
•immigration that a sieve of restrictions of such 
:\vidc mesh that practically everything comes 
-.through it. The figures given by Surgeon Gen- 
eral Cummings well illustrate the danger of ''in- 
terpretation" .which is inherent in anv code of 
regulatory restrictions. 
Perhaps, in normal 


times, this country could aiford lax guarding of 
its gates, even at the price of admitting thou- 
sands ol' persons \vho will become charges on 
public or private charity, mental defectives or 
spreaders of disease. But at the present time, 
•whcu luiropc is bursting with not only physically 
hat morally undesirable humans to -whom the 
United Slates is not so much a land of promise 
ns a land of easy pickings, and when there is 
in particular no crying need for more workers 
for farm and factory, we emphatically cannot 
all'ord it.
